Replace the paragraph on page 4, between lines 19-22 of the 
specification with the following: 

As shown in Figures 3 A-3B ^ the screen may have an aspect ratio 
of 2:1. In this case, the rotation of the screen can result in two 
sub-screens of identical aspect ratio (because 2:1=1: 2/2). This 
aspect ratio also enables four sub-screens of identical aspect 
ratio to fill the screen in the landscape orientation. 
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
